Deatn or Dr. Cratcte.—We learn with regret 
the death of Dr. Craigie, father of Mr. Andrew 
Craigie of this city. We clip the following notice 
from the Hamilton Times :—It is with regret 
that we have to announce the death of Dr. Craigie, 
one of the oldest and most distinguished physicians 
of this city. His name has be associated with 
almost every useful enterprise that has had its 
origin in this city during the last sixteen years. 
He was eminently successful in his practice as a 
physician, and enjoyed the confidence of the 
whole community. As a man he was universally 
esteemed, and his death is as universally lamented. 
Dr. William Craigie was born on the 11th of 
March, 1799, at Belnaboth, Parish of Towie, 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland.
